their Appetite fails; they are troubled with 
Hickups, Belchings, Flatulencies, and ‘Con- 
vulfions ; they tremble, their Limbs. are tired, 
are full of red or purple Spots (which yet are 
not much regarded, except they ulcerate, or 
rife up in Tubercules); they have moft com- 
monly an Itching, and an Erofion of the Gums, 
with a Difcharge of Blood, Loofenefs and 
Blacknefs of the Teeth, a difagreeable Breath, 
nay, fometimes having a very odious Smell ; 
their Mouth flows with Saliva, their Urine is 
thin and crude, but fometimes thick and red, 
nay, almoft black ; the Pulfe always unequal, 
and moft commonly weak; they have wand- 
ring Pains, efpecially in their Legs, which 
generally grow worfe at Night; malignant 
Ulcers, Tumours of different forts, commonly 
oedematous, plentiful Sweats, an Atrophy, 
and a Failure of their Streneth, a Caries, and 
a profound Drowfinefs, a Dropfy, €&e. 

ART. 870. It is fo familiar in thefe Re- 
gions, that there is fcarce any Diftemper which 
hath not fomething of the Scurvy in it; it is 
ufually worfe than ordinary in the Spring and 
Autumn, it is feverer in grown Perfons and 
old Folks; when inveterate and hereditary, it 


is difficult to cure ; Nature carries it off fome- 


times by a Diarrhea, fometimes by the 
Hemorrhoids, or by Urine; it fometimes de- 
generates into other Diftempers; to wit, a 
Dropfy, an Atrophy, an Apoplexy, an Epilep/y, 
a Stupidity, or Convulfions: Sometimes fcor- 
butick Perfons die fuddenly ; they are feldom 
troubled with a Dyfentery, but commonly 
with a Diarrbea or a Lientery, which are dif- 
ficult to cure; in the long run they die Hy- 
dropick or Tabid.

Regions isan endemick Diftemper, and moft - 
frequent in Places opento the North, fmoaky, ee 
marfhy (Countries and near the Sea; the un- 
wholfome Fumes alfo of Houfes newly plai- 
ftered, contribute towards it; as alfothe Air 
fhut up in clofe Habitations, and inthe narrow 
Confinement of Caves and Dens, where the 
Air cannot have the Benefit of the Sun. 

Thofe People are the moft fubject to the 
Scurvy, who feed for a long Time together 
on falted Flefh Meats, fuch as are fmoaked 
and dried ; fuch Meats becoming hard, vifcid, 
and in a manner indigeftible; at leaft they 
cannot be brought to a good degree of Flui- 
dity, without the utmoft Difficulty. Next to 
thefe are fuch as drink great Quantities of 
{trong Wines, and are fallen in love with 
{pirituous Liquors, and are got into the Way 
of Dramming of it, as we call its foraf- 
much as the Salino Sulpbureous Particles, a- 
bounding in thefe Liquors, contaminate the 
nutritious Juices with a pernicious Rancidity, 
the fame we may fay of thofe who indulge 
themfelves in eating Pickles to an excefs, and 
other high Sauces, and a great deal of Vine- 
gar; forafmmuch as Acids of all forts very 
much contribute to the Production of the 
Hypochondriack Diftemper, which is fo near 
akin to the Scurvy, that it feemsto diifer 
from it but in a very tew degrees. The Scurvy 
may likewife be caufed by bad ee 

uc 
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fuch as unwholefome Waters of various kinds 
corrupted, ftagnating, brackifh, thick, heavy 
Malt Drink, and bad Wines, &%¢. Thofe 
that live in a nice and delicate Way, without 
ufing Exercife, are more liable to this Diftem- 
per than People that work and labour, Wo- 
men than Men, thofe that live in Cities and 
great Towns, than thofe in the Country, 
ftudious and fedentary People, than the indo- 
lent and ftupid. There are more that con- 
tract the Diftemper by Contagion than from 
any other external Caufes whatfoever. ‘* The

The Sentiments of SYDENHAM, 

Art. 908. Thofethatarefeized with the 
Gout, are ufually taken with it about the lat- 
ter End of Fanuary, or the Beginning of Fe- 
bruary on a fudden, without hardly any pre- 
vious Warning, except it be that they feel a 
little fort of Diorder at. their Stomach from 
Crudities or Indigeftion for fome Weeks be- 


fore; they may be alfo fenfible of fome di- 


{tending Flatus’s and Weight at their Stomach, 
which daily increafe, until at length the Fis 
comes thundring on; fome Days before a 
kind of Numbnefs is felt, and a Senfation, as 
iffome windy Vapours were defcending by 
the Mufcles of the Thigh, with Catching of 
the Nerves; then alfo ‘the Day before the 
Fit, the Appetite is commonly more voracious 
than ordinary, but that is preternatural. 
Thus a Perfon going well to Bed at Night, 
fhall be awakened about two-in the Morning, 
with a Pain moft commonly feizing his Toe, 
fometimes his Heel or Ancle or Fiftep : This 
Pain feems to him as if the Bone were diflo- 
cated, with a Senfation refembling that of luke- 
warm Water poured on the Membranes of 
thofe Parts; upon this immediately follows a 
Tremor and Shivering, and a fort of Fever. 
This Pain, which at Art j is but gentle, gra- 
dually increafes (the Shiverings. at the fame 
time abating) and grows worfe and* worfe 
every Fiour, until at length towards Night it 
comes

comes to the Height, lodging itfelf on the 


feveral Bones of the Zarfus and Metatarfus, 
whofe Ligaments it does not fail to torment, - 


fometimes by, as it were, violently extending 
the Parts, or tearing the Ligaments ; fome- 
‘times by a corroding Pain, as if Dogs were 
gnawing theParts, and fometimesasif they were 
prefied and fqueezed together : Moreover, the 
Part affected hath fuch a lively and exquifite 
Senfe, that he can neither bear the Weight of 
the Bed-Cloaths, or the Shaking of the Cham- 
ber from any one’s walking in it 3 whereupon 
he endeavours a thoufand Ways to eafe himfelf, 
by changing the Situation of the raging Mem- 
ber, and of the whole Body, but all in vain 3 
forafmuch as the Pain does not ufually go off 
before Two or Three the next Morning (wz. 
twenty-four Hours after the firft Seizure) about 
which time, after fome Digeftion and Diffipa- 
tion of the peccant Humour, the gouty Perfon 
gains a little Refpite from his Pain, and getting 
into a breathing Sweat, falls afleep, and when 
he awakes, finds the Painabated, and the Part 
fwoln. Within a few Days time the other 
Foot is feized, and the fame Tragedy is _re- 
acted over again; fometimes indeed the Gout 
in the beginning feizes both Feet at once. 
After both Feet have been thus regularly 
exercifed with it, the fucceeding Fits are more 
irregular, both as to the Time of their Inva- 
fion and Duration; however, in this Circum- 
{tance thefe and the future Fits agree, that the 
Pains are moft violent inthe Night-time, and 
remit in the Mornings, And what is called a 
Fit of the Gout, is made up of a Number of 
thefe Paroxyfms, continuing longer or lefs 
time, according to the Age and other Cir- 
cumftances of the Perfon labouring under it:

Lachrymalis by her Surgeon, which fhe had 
heen afflicted with for fome Years, contracted . 
this Infirmity in her upper Eye-lid, not from 
any Wound or Incifion made in that Place, 
but from a Relaxation of the Fibres of that 
Mufcle, occafioned by a long Flux of Hus 
mours to the Part. What was very remark- 
able with relation to this Cafe was this, that 
this Infirmity was communicated to her Grand- 
fon by the force of Imagination , for her 
Daughter, when fhe was with Child with him, 
living in the fame Houfe with her Mother, 
and feeing her every Day, received the Im- 
preffion fo ftrongly, that fhe was delivered of 
a Son marked with the fame Infirmity, which 
was incurable, and remains with him now he

Fractures oftner happen in old People than 
in young, becaufe their Bones are drier, and 
confequently more brittle. 

Art. 1342. Longitudinal Fractures of the Longitudinal. 
Bones, that is, F/fures, are difficult to be 
known, but eafily cured; if neglected, or not. 
rightly cured, they occafion an ‘Ulcer, ‘efpeci-

Fiffure, they are very dangerous, and often 
occafion aneceffity of cutting off the Limb. 

Art. 1343. Tranfverfe Fractures are eafily Tranfver/. 
known, but more difficult to cure. A Bone 
broken in the middle Part of it, is a flighter 
Fracture than about the Joints. A Fr. acture 
with a Wound, anda large Contufion andProgtaficts. 
Hurt isa worfe Cafe, and more dangerous, 
as alfo when the Bone is broken into a great 
many Pieces.

complicated Cafe, when the healing up the 


Wound ought to be declared difficult,as when 
the Vifcera are wounded, or Matter is con- 
tained in the Cavity of the Abdomen or Tho- 
rax, or is collected under the Cranium. In 
fuch like Cafes the Roman Surgeons, to give 
them their due Praife, for many Years back, 
from long and fedulous Obfervation, inftituted 
a new Method of curing Wounds, which con- 
fitted in opening the Wounds more feldom, 
and leaving greater Intervals between their 
Dreflings than was cuftomary. This they 
found out by Experience rather than by Rea- 
foning, and any Deductions from the Doétrine 
of the Ancients, This Method Ca/ar Ma- 
gatus cultivated, and endeavoured to reduce 
into Practice.  Ludovicus Septalius, the moft 
famous Ornament of Jtaly, was mightily 
pleafed with it, and made ufe of it in his 


Praétice with good Succefs, and recommend- 


ed

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ed it in his Writings. As often as a Wound 
is opened and uncovered, fo often Nature is 
difturbed and diverted from her proper Work ; 
and though one might expect Advantage from 
the Application of frefh Medicines, yet the 
Detriment proceeding from the frequent open- 
ing, is greater than the Benefit of the new 
Medicines, the Virtue of which the Wound of- 
ten does not ftand in need of; for the healing 
of the Wound is the Work of Nature only. The 
State and Condition of a Wound may be judged of 
without opening of it fo frequently as is ufually 
done ; yet however in fome Cafes the opening, 
and uncovering of it is very neceflary, to wit, 
when any manual Operation is neceflary, as to 
remove any extraneous Body, or to pull out 
the Splinter of a Bone, fc. When proud 
Flefh rifes, or when there is a Sufpicion of a 
great deal of fordid Matter, when there is a 
violent Pain, Erofion or Itching : Under thefé 
and the like Circumftances, Wounds are to be 
opened, that thefe Inconveniencies may be re- 
lieved by proper Remedies. 

ART.1357. By Parity of Reafon Experi- Users. _ 

ence teaches, that the fame Method of Cure 
may be transferred from Wounds to Ulcers, 
and that with the like happy Succefs: We 
have often feen deplorable Ulcers very offici-

A Mole iseafily diftinguithed 
from a true Conception by its Motion, which 
is but tremulous and palpitating; nor does it 
happen upon every Change of Situation, as in 
a true Conception ; befides,a Mole falls with 


a dead heavy Weight from fide to fide as of- 


ten as the Woman turns her felf in the Bed: 
Moreover, a true Conception may be difcern’d 
from a Mole, by the Shape of the Abdomen ; 
which in a true Conception rifes chiefly to- 
wards the Navel, and is pojnted, each fide © 
being at the fame time fomewhat deprefs’d 5 
whereas, in the Cafe of a Mole, the Abdomen 
is diftended equally every way. The Breafts 
indeed {well, but there is no real Milk in 
them, buta crude Matter arifing from a Sup- 
preflion of the Menfes. Mcles are attended 
with Danger when alone; they continue in 
many Women for feveral Years together ; nay, 
in fome, even to old Age; they fometimes 
occafion no other Inconvenience than an Un- 
eafinefs and Weight. - 

ART. 1427. For bringing away a Mole, 
bleeding is firft neceffary, then brifk purging, 
repeated, as the Patient’s Strength will allow ; 
and, laftly, fuch Medicines as tend to promote 
the menftrual Flux, particularly fuch as are 
efficacious in expelling a dead Fetus, and 
forcing away the Afler-birth: Peffaries are often 
ufed for this purpofe. If thefe Methods fail 
of their defired fuccefs, we muft have re- 
courfe to a fkilful Surgeon. Women have 
fometimes various other monftrous and pre- 
ternatural Births, as may be feen in the Wri- 
tings of practical Authors.

Arv.1429. The Uterus,when inflated with 
Wind, fwells and increafes gradually, as in 
Women with Child ; the Menfes at the fame 
time are either totally fapprefs’d, or flow but 
{paringly ; the Breafts alfo have Milk in them: 
From which Symptoms, Women in this Con- 
dition believe themfelves to be with Child, 
thus, exceeding the ufual Time of going with 
Child, they continue fora Year or longer ; 
after which, either by the ufe of Medicines, 
or by Labour-pains, or fomething without 
either, a flatulent Eruption of Wind breaks 
from the Uterus, and the Big-belly goes off ; 
from whence this Diftemper is called by fome 
Phyficians a windy or flatulent Mole: But this 
fometimes, without any fuch manifeft Erup- 
tion, infenfibly pafles off, and the Belly fub- 
fides. It feems to be owing to a Retention of 
the Male Seed inthe Uterus without Concep- 
tion. The Swelling does not rife exactly in 
the middle of the Abdomen, but extends it

A Dropfy of the Ovary arifes 
from an Obftruction of one of the Ovaries, ~

its Texture; which being ready to burft, Na- 
ture fupplies with fome Veficles, or Bladders, 
for the Reception of the Humour, which at 
length bréaking, and emptying themfelves in- 
tothe Cavity of the Abdomen, produce Symp- 
toms refembling thofe of an Afcites.

twifted round the Neck, or any other Part;

The 
third ; is, when the Fundus of the Womb is 
ae in the Left-fide, either a little-higher or 
ower, with its Mouth turn’d towards the 
Spine of the right Hiac Bone, or the Os Pubis. 
The fourth and laft is the Reverfe of the third. 

From thefe and fuch like unnatural Situations 
of the Womb proceed difficult Labours, which 
terminate in the Death of the Mother or Child, 

or both, if not timely prevented by the Affi- 
{tance of a fkilful Midwife.

Some gentle Purges muft be taken, that the 
upper Part of the Inteftines may be freed. 
Caffia, Manna, Rhubarb, and the like, are 
proper; Emulfionsallfo of Amyg. Dulce. Melon. 
Cydon. Gum. Arab. 8c. with Syr. de Althed. 
If in the Body at laft are any Remains of the 
Poifon, they muft be diverted from the Heart 
and Bowels, thrown upon its Surface, and 
difcharged by Sweats, which Alexipharmics 
alfo are effectual for, and ought not to be 
difcontinued, till all the peecant Matter be 
quite diflodged. Venice Treacle is defervedly 
allowed by the common Suffrage of the 
World to be the prime Antidote ; but it is to 
be given ina larger Dofe than common, to 
two or three Drachms (as obferved by Dr, 
Harris in Pharmacolog. Antiempir. p. 285) 
But this Rule is not always to be followed, 
efpecially when we have to do with Poifons 
of a narcotic Quality. In the mean time a 
fuitable Diet muft be enjoined, and a Milk

- Root, andthe Juice expreffed: Its Leaves are 
fometimes gathered, by a pernicious Miftake, 
«nftead of Chervil or Parfley, and eaten in Sal- 
lads : The Roots likewife unwarily taken for 
Parfuips, have been of fatal Confequence. 
The deftructive Nature of its Juice fufficient- 
ly appears from the Athenian Cuftom of giv- 
ing Draughts of it to condemned Malefactors. 
By this the Great Socrates, the wifeit of che 
Philofophers, is faid to have been taken off : 
But whether this Attic Poifon was the very 
Juice of this Plant, or otherwife compound- 
ed, may admit of fome Enyuiry, though here 
no way requifite. |

All the Poifon being thus evacuated from the 


Stomach and Inteftines, then muft we fly to 


generous Wine and Alexipharmics. Theriaca, 
Mithridatium Eleétuarium Orvietanum, and 
the like, are principal Autidotes. Their Efi- 
cacy confifts in thinning and diluting the 
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Blood wherefoever ftagnating. This is alfo 
the Benefit refulting from what are {tiled Cor- 
dial Waters, Confeétiones de Hyacinth, Alker- 
mes, Lapis Bezoardicus, item Tintiura Bezoar- 
dica, Salia Volatilia, Mixtura, fimplex Para- 
celfi. Jf there be any room to fufpect that 
the Coats of the Stomach or Bowels are any 
way impaired or ulcerated, it is highly impru- 
dent to indulge a Patient with feafoned Meats, 
much lefs with Vinegar, nor indeed with too 
much Wine. Proper then would it be to 
preferibe Decoftum Hordei cum Paffulis, Sei. 
Anifi aut Decotum Rad, Chin, Saffafr. &c. 

Art. 1584. It is very probable, fays the 
ingenious Dr. Mead, that the Cicuta of the 
Ancients, a Treatife of which was publifhed 
by Wepber, was our Enanthe Cicute facie of 
peifonous Juice. But our Ray, that moft 
fkilful Herbalift afferts, that the common 
Cicuta major was the Athenian Potfon, and 
the Cicuta aquatica of which Wepher hath 
wrote an entire Book, the Cicutaria palujirts. 
See Hift. Plant. V1. p. 451,452. But that 
the Ginanthe Cicute facie is a Plant diftinct 
from both; See Ray again, p. 441. This 
very learned and applauded Author may per-

Is Life 
then fo burthenfome, that we fhould give it

Mineral Poisons. 


Art. 1625. After our Treatife of Vege- 
table Poifons in the foregoing Sections, we 
regularly proceed to the more eminent in the 
Clafs of Minerals, bogh Natural and Artificial, 
and firft of Arfenic. 

Art. 1606. It is confeffedly granted that 
Arfenic is a Poifon of a fuperior Nature, 
and 1s either Natural or Artificial. the Na- 
tural alfo is of two Sorts; Orpiment, or the 
Golden or Orange-colour’d : Sandarach, or 
the Red Arfenic. The Artificial, which is 
likewife twofold, is prepared from thefe by 
Sublimation ; the one kind from Orpiment, 
and is called the White Chryfalline Arjenic, 
the other from Sandarach, fimply called Ar/e- 
utc, Kither Species of thefe inwardly taken, 
produce generally the fame terrible Symp- 
toms; though Sandarach is rather milder than 
Orpiment, Orpiment than the White Cbry-

Arr. 1637. Thefe appear by pricking,

The Be- 
zoarticum Minerale mixt with Butter, as ap- 
pears from the Obfervation of Wepher, blunts 
and reduces the corrofive Acrimony of the 
Poifon. 

Art. 1609. The external Application is 
of very dangerous Confequence; for we have 
feveral Inftances from Phyfical Authors, 
Lives that have been loft by Ointments, in 
which this was only an Ingredient, fometimes 
the lofs of Reafon through Madnels, fome- 
times the ufe of Limbs for ever. | 
Art. 1610. Quick/ilver can hardly be 
~yeckon’d in the Clafs of Poifons, it being 
known to be given in many Cafes without 
Prejudice, to the Quantity of fome Ounces. 
The external Ufe very often proves much 
more injurious, as appears from thofe, who 
in the Venereal Difeafe, or the Itch, have 
made the unhappy Experiments very many 
it hath fuddenly been deftruétive to; hath 
caufed a Tremor, Infenfibility, Palfy, perpe- 
tual Lamenefs, and the like, to fome; to 
others, an ill, and generally incurable Habit 
of Body. I knew one who, for the Itch, 
made ufe of a Mercurial Girdle about his 
‘Wafte, upon which all the Parts below be- 
came fenfelefs and paralytic. V arious but

ArT. 1611. Though Quick/ilver be not of 
a virulent Nature, yet fome Preparations of 
it are exceedingly poifonous, as the Precipi- 
tate of various Sorts, but. above all the Mer.

ging Fire, catches and deftroys all before it, 
The taking it 1s immediately fucceeded by a 
Roughnefs of the Jaws and Tongue, racking.

and extreme Hazard of Life icfelf, 

ART.1616. Proper and fpeedy Affiftance 
muft be given, which confifts in’ Things being 
prefently adminiftred of a foftening and vifcid, 
as alfo fat, oily and mucilaginous Nature. Of 
themfelves Mucilage of Sem. Cydon: Gum Tra- 
gacanth, &c. greatly anfwer thisIntention. To 
repair thefe corroding Injuries, Cow’s Milk, 
fays Montanus, taken largely, according to 
the Exigence of the Thirft, which is always 
great on this Occafion, is of extraordinary 
Virtue. Fixed Salts likewife and Teftaceous 
Powders are here very beneficial. 

Art.1617. Lithargyrium, Ceruffa and Mi- 
nium. There are too fome Metalic Recre- 
ments of Lead, and other artificial Preparas 
tions, which are reckoned poifonous; as the 
Litharge of two forts, Ceruffa and Minium, 
White and Red Lead. ‘Thete in fome meafure 
tival the Powers of <Arfenic, though not 
equally deftructive.

of all kinds or Adders, the Poifon is infufed 
at the Infertion of the Teeth, whence follow 
all the fatal Symptoms prefently to be ob- 
ferved. Authors agree that the Poifon of the 
Viper is neither diftinguifhably flow, nor ex- 
peditious in its terrible Operation. We will 
treat of it therefore in this Place as a fufficient 
Example of the reft of this kind. 


ART.1620, Vipera : TheViper is a vivipa- The Viper: 


rous Animal, other Serpents oviparous, The Bite 
of them is fatal in feven Hours, fometimes in 
not lefs than three Days. Vipers are more 
fretful and venomous in Summer, and confe- 
quently more fo in hotter Climates than cold, 
as is the Nature of all Serpents and Adders 
whatfoever. ‘There are two conglomerated 
Glands in the forepart of the Head, to the 
Bulk of which feveral fmall ones confpire, 
where nice Diffection hath difcovered a Se- 
cretion of yellowifh Juice. Each of thefe 
Glands covered by one common Membrane 
have an excretory Veffel; which Veffels by 
uniting themfelves from a Duct running to the 
Root of theTeeth, which are jagged and per- 
forated, there, in a little Bladder, form the Re- 
pofitory of this Liquid, fcarce exceeding a 
Drop in Quantity. It confifts, as appears 
from Dr. Mead’s Obfervation, with a Micro- 
fcope, of Salt Particles exceedingly minute, 
which like very Darts iffue forth and annoy. 

Art. 1621. The Symptoms following the 
Bite of a Viper, are fharp and pricking Pains 
where the Wound was received, a Tumor firft 
red, and afterwards turning black and blue, 
fenfibly diftending itfelf to the neighbouring 
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Parts ; the Skin frets and breaks out into little

zing Faintnefs enfues, a Pulfe quick, weak, 
and fometimes intermiting, Palpitation of 
the Heart, Stupefaction of Senfes, great Sick- ° 
nefs of Stomach with bileous Vomitings, Dul- 
nefs of Sight, fometimes Pains about the Navel 
or Region of the Liver, Difficulty of Breath- 
ing, Hiccoughs, Tremors, Convulfions, cold 
Sweats, Chilnefs of extream Parts, and, unlefs 
feafonable recourfe be had to proper Reme- 
dies, or peculiar Vigour and natural Strength 
of the Perfon infected ftem the Torrent, and 
defeat the Evil, Death is the difmal Conclu- 
fion. If the Patient fhould furvive this Mala- 
dy, yet a Tumor with Inflammation remains 
for fome time ; filthy Corruption keeps ouzing 
from the Wound, and fome little Puftles break. 
out round it like the Herpes exedens, not with- 
out an univerfal Yellownefs of Skin reprefent- 

ing the Jaundice. | 
ArT. 1622. The Cure for Poifons received 
into the Body from external Injury ts ground- 
ed upon three principal Cautions, Fir/f, That 
the Poifon be immediately extracted. Second- 
ly, That it be prevented from infinuating it- 
felf deeper. Thirdly, If any of the malignant 
Matter hath made its way into the Arteries 
and Veins, that it muft be attacked and dif- 
lodged by Alexipharmics, as if it had been 
inwardly taken. What Cel/us fays, in rela- 
tion to Bites of Serpents, comprizes the whole 
Praétice of the Ancients, namely, that the 
Part muft be bound above the Wound, tho’ 
not fo hard as to deaden and benumb it ; next, 
that the Poifon be exhaufted by the Applica- 
tion of a Cupping-Glafs, a deep Scarification 
being firft made, or by the Suction of ano- 
ther Perfon whofe Mouth is free from any 
ulcerous 
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ulcerous Diforder. By barely tafting the Ve- 
nom of the Serpent is not communicated, but 
by the Wound it gives; (thofe that are well 
however have no occafion to make the Ex- 
periment) about which it is very proper to 
make an Incifion: For wafhing it out after- 


wards, Yheriaca and Mithridatium mutt be 


diffolved in Spirit of Wine. A young living 
Cock cut afunder and applied to the Wound, 
is very ferviceable, or the warm Flefh of Kid 
orLamb. The Patient fhould not omit drink- 
‘Ing a Quantity of neat Wine with Pepper, or 
any thing apt to excite Warmth and Heat, 
and not fuffering the Juices to ftagnate, for 
Coldnefs is the fatal Effect of moft Porfons. 
All Diuretics being of an extenuating Na- 
ture, are ufeful. As to the Practice of the 
Moderns, we muft with Mr. Boyle obferve, 
that a hot Iron held over the Part affected 
immediately after the Bite, fo checks and 
weakens the Venom, that the Patient is re- 
ftored fafe and found, free from any il) Con- 
fequence, except a Pain in the Part, and that 
of no continuance. A far more fafe and ex- 
pedient Remedy, in the Opinion of others, is 
the thoroughly burning out the Place with an 
actual Cautery. But above all, many Inftan- 
ces and Experiments evince that the Fat of 
Vipers immediately applied, and rubbed on the 
Wound, works a prefent Cure, nor needs the 
Affiftance of any inward Medicine: * But this 
not being always at hand, and the Venom 
foon making its way into and infecting the 
whole Mafs of Blood, we mutt fly for Retief 
to other internal Remedies firft offering them- 
felves, the Principal of which is the Sal Vzpe- 


rarum. A fafficient Quantity given the Pa-

yet through that is conveyed fo large a Quan- 
tity of noxious Juice, as within few Hours 
infects the whole Frame, and difpatches a Man 
in atrice, The Symptoms are Heavinefs of

Though the Species of Spi- 
ders are many, fome alfo more venomous than 
others, yet all annoy after one and the fame 
manner, to wit, by infufing their Poifon by 
the very little Wound they make, by getting 
or falling into Eatables or Drinkables: Or, 
laftly, when thrown into the Fire, by offend- 
ing in their very Smoak, A Numbnefs at- 
tends the Part which is bit, not without Cold- 
nefs and Shivering, Swelling of the Belly, 
Flatus of the Inteftines, Palenefs of Face, in- 
voluntary Tears, Trembling of the extreme 
Parts, convulfive Symptoms, Cold-fweats, 
conftant and fruitlefs Inclination to make Wa- 
ter, Extenfion of the Yard.

conquered, the Pains ceafe, and the ufual 
Symptoms are prevented. If thefe Creatures 
are {wallowed, a Vomit muft be taken, as in 
other virulent Cafes of fuch internal Harm ; 


common Alexipbarmics muft be prefcribed, 


efpecially that very excellent one Refina Abie- 
tis ficca.

laid upon live Coals, the wounded Part is re- 
lieved by Suffumigation, and by having af- 
terwards the dead ones bound upon it. Some 
are for Garlic and Rue beat up and mafhed 
in Oil: But above all external Means, as the 
Fat of the Viper heals the Wound it gives, 
fo the Oil of Scorpions, in a parallel Cafe, is 
the beft of Medicines. Internal Remedies here 
are the fame as are ufed for the Bites of other 
venomous Animals. 

Art. 1628. The Toad is a mere Body of Tie Toad, 


Venom, the very Centre and Repofitory of 
z Ter- 
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Terreftrial Poifons.. As a Man hath the great- 
eft Averfion to a Toad, fo hath a Toad to 
Man. Granting they have no Teeth, yet 
theirGums being hard andrough, by a power- 
ful Adhefion fo operate upon the Part, as to 
force through the Pores of that the malignant 
Juice over the whole Body. The virulent 
Quality of thefe Animals is exalted by their 
Rage, and confifts chiefly in their Excrements, 
particularly a fharp Urine impregnated with a_ 
burning volatile Salt, derived from their Food, 
fuch as thofe little Beetles found in their Sto- 
mach or Gut: For Toads, when dead, are 
affirmed to be no way poifonous. They dif- 
charge their Venom.on Herbs by piffing, fpit- 
tinge and vomiting, efpecially on Strawberries, 
which they are faid to be very greedy of. This 
is not only deftructive by its getting into the 
Body, but by barely being fprinkled upon the 
Skin, unlefs prefently wafhed off by Urine 
or Salt Water. : 

ArT. 1629. By this Infection the Patient 
turns yellow, {wells throughout, a Stammer- 
ing enfues with Blacknefs of Lips and Tongue, 
an Afthmatic Shortnefs of Breath, Vomiting, 
Cold-fweat, Giddinefs, Convulfion, :Swoon- 
ing, Death. If it be taken in at the Mouth, 
the Phyfician muft of Confequence prefcribe a 
Vomit, order a Clyfter, reduce the Strength 
of the Malignancy by warm and attenuating 
Alexiterics, as Theriaca and Mitbridatium 
diffolved in generous Wine ; and at laft diffi- 
pate and difpel it by bathing in Salt-Water, 
and ufing much and vigorous Exercife. 

Arr. 1630. Cantharides in their external

Men 
addicted to thefe {pirituous Liquors abomina- 
bly facrifice Day, Night, and themfelves to 
continually fipping, as it were, a liquid Fire. 
When all Digeftion is loft, the Solids un- 
braced, the Juices corrupted ; when the hu- 
man Fabrick, which hath been long totter- 
ing, is juft falling to the Ground, then are we 
called in to its fupport. Well, what muft we 
do? even turn Scavengers; and ten to one 
but after all the Difcharges made, after the 
emptying Pifs-pots and Clofe-ftools, the a- 
bandoned Sot returns at once like a Sow that 
is wafhed to wallowing in the Mire.

Having thus fhadowed out, as 
my propofed Method of treating of Poifons

regular Judgment on View, if called to in- 

| {pect 
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{pect a dead Body, the fudden’ Death of 
which, attended with feveral Circumftances, 
may have caufed fufpicion of Poifon. But 
this indeed might be gathered from preceed- 
ing Articles, due regard being had to the par- 
ticular Poifons. The Surface of the Body di- 
{tended and fwoln, black, brown, or livid’ 
Spots, a Tongue fwoln and blackifh, black 
Nails, or yellowith, eafily flipping off, a fpon- 
taneous Falling off of Hair even in whole 
Locks, are very evident Tokens that the Per- 
fon was taken off by fome corrofive Metallic 
or Vegetable Poifon. Upon opening the Bo- 
dy, if the Bowels appear black and blue, or 
of an orange Colour, or blackith s if there 
be Gangrenes and Mortifications of the Sto- 
mach and Inteftines, thefe alfo are flagrant 
Teftimonies, if preceeded by conftant Vo- 
miting, painful Wringing of the Guts, bloody 
Stools, Heat of Urine, Yawnings, Convul- 
fions, Swoonings, Cold-fweats, Palpitation of 
Heart, Lofs of Speech, and other deplorable 
Symptoms of that kind. Narcotics and Opi- 
ates, leave (to the beft of my Knowledgey 
no outward Shew of themfelves, except the 
Eyes being horridly fixed: For what Indi- 
cations they make before, you mutt confule 
4rt.1595. But in giving Judgment from the 
Signs abovemention’d, it behoves a Phyfician 
to be very prudent in forming, and very diffi- 
dent in declaring upon it: For all thefe, 
which are known to refult from the corrofive 
Quality of the Poifon, may poffibly be the 
Effeét of a fharp and inbred Humour, arifing 
merely from a vitiated Habit of Body. More 
advifeable therefore will it be without convin- 

cing Proof, to abfolve the Guilty, than by 
any means condemn the Innocent, which. is 
entirely 
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entirely agreeable to all Laws both divine 
and humane. But fome Cafes are fo manifeft 
and glaring as to demand at once another
